BREWSTER. 
HIS CONSCIENCE IS CLEAR—HIS EXPLANA- 
TIONS. 

Wasnineton, D. C., June 15.—[Special.]— 
“The President,” said Attorney-General 
Brewster in an interview today, “told me 
early in these star-route tria!s that he wanted 
the offenders brought to justice, and that in 
the attainment of that end no pains or ex- 
pense should be spared. He would, he said, 
give the department every aid in his power 
to produce the result desired. Had he said 
to me that he desired me to be lenient with 
the defenants for political or other reasons, 
I should have told him that it would have 
been necessary to have found some 
one else to act as Attorney-General. 
I could not have afforded to have risked my 
reputation or my honorin acasein which I 
was not indorsed by the Administration. 
These trials were conducted in a thorough 
and able manner. Nothing further could 
have been done. A great deal has been 
written and said about the great cost of the 
trial. The plan of procedure was laid out 
before I was appointed Attorney-General, 
and the arrangement with Mr. Bliss had 
also been consummated. There was a great 
deal of talk aboyt Cook and Gibson, and 
1 deemed it best to release them 
from connection with the case. Senator Ed- 
munds, Chairman of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee, was consulted, and advised the retention 
of Mr. Merrick, who was known to be an 
able, reputable, and industrious lawyer. Be- 
sides, he was a Democrat. By retaining him, 
the case would be taken out of politics. He 
was, therefore, employed. Mr. Ker, of Phila- 
delphia, { knew to have the reputation of being 
one of the best drawers of pleadings in the 


country. I did not know the other lawyers 


so well. Besides, Mr. Ker was a Democrat. 
He, too, was therefore retained. As 
to the compensation for these gentiemen, 
it naturally would seem large to a laborer 
or mechanic, but for a lawyer compelled to 
leave his business and devote his entire time 
to a case of this char ritis not excessive.

THE COST 
OF THE STAR-ROUTE TRIALS. 

Wasuineron, D. C., June 12.—The first 
star-route trial began one year ago Thurs- 
day. It lasted three months and one day. 
The second trial began Dec. 4, 1882. From 
the date of the beginning of the preparation 
the Government has been engaged quite two 
years. Further proceedings, civil and crim- 
inal, already begun, are likely to last much 
longer. 

The trial just closed, to say nothing of the 
one before it, which was of remarkable dura- 
tion, is said to.have been the longest jury 
trial on record. It was also one of the most 
expensive. ‘The cost to the Government and 
the defendants has been very heavy. 
The array of legal ability, as to 
numbers at least, has been great. On 
the side of the Government, besides, to 
times, the full force of the Department of 


Justice, with the Attorney-General at the 


head, three special attorneys, and frequent- 
ly more, with a corps of expert detectives, 
post-office agents, inspectors, and other serv- 
ants, have been employed. Indeed, the 
whole machinery of the Government has 
been at the command of the prosecution, and 
frequently in use. 

The amounts paid to special attorneys are 
given below. To this grog sum should be 
added the cost of securing the attendance of 
witnesses. Generally they were from a great 
distance, and their number was about 100. 
Under this head for both trials the cost will 
be in the neighborhood of $200,000. The total 
cost to the Government, since the prosecu- 
tion began to the present time, will not fall 
below $500,000. 

To the defendants the expense has been 
very great. It has been borne principally by 
two or three of them. Seven lawyers, gener- 
ally high-priced, have been employed, and 
other expenses have n borne. Though 
the cost to the defendants has not been as 
great as to the Government, it has come near 
enough to it to cause a heavy and constant 
draft on the pockets of those who had pock- 
ets with something in them.

Ar the special meeting of the City Council 
heid last night the Aldermen who are trying 
to force through an ordinance with the 
avowed object of nullifying one of the laws 
of the State, took another step toward carry- 
ing on their revolutionary and lawless pro- 
gram. By means of the stealing of a batch 
of committee reports by one of their number 
they were enabled to reach the report of the 
Committee on Licenses in favor of the pas- 
sage of the ordinance changing the time for 
the beginning of the license year to June 1, 
which would otherwise not have come 
up. By resorting to this petty trick, 
which was aided by the City Clerk

$108 to the city and have secured therefor 
only the privilege of being prosecuted if 
they try to sell liquor. 


THE VICTORY OF HIGH LICENSE AND 
PUBLIC OPINION. 

Yesterday afternoon the Illinois State Sen- 
ate passed the Harper bill and sent it to the 
Governor, who immediately returned it with 
his signature. It has thus become a law, 
and will go into active operation on the Ist of 
July. 

Loud and deep as the general rejoicing 
will be, only those who have borne the heat 
and burden of the day can enjoy that full 
measure of satisfaction which follows this 
great victory of decency and morality and 
of municipal reform and economy. This 
measure, when introduced in the House at 


| the commencement of the session, met at 
first with a doubtful and half-hearted recep- | 


tion. Public opinion had not awakened 
fulty to its great importance, and many of 
those who at the close were its warmest 
friends were at the outset inclined to doubt 
the advisability of urging it. Its opponents 
were keener-sighted, and waged from the 
beginning a persistent and venomous war- 
fare against a bill in which they saw the 
death of irresponsible rummeries. They 
deprived one Republican member of 
the seat in the Lower House to 
which be was entitled because they knew 
he favored the Harper bill, and they kept in 
his place a Democrat who was fraudulently 
counted in simply to secure an anti-high- 
license vote. They called to their ald the 
potent forces of the money contributions 
levied on the saloonkeepers. They stole 
from the Republicans the control of the 
House. They debauched some Republican 
members, and bought them over from fidelity 
to dishonor and from obedience to the duty 
they owed their constituents to obedience to 
the dictates of Chicago doggery-keepers. 
They tried the same tactics among the Dem- 
ocrats, and had it not been for their pecuniary 
labors in the ranks of that political organiza- 
tion the number of Democratic votes for the 
non-partisan High-License bill would have 
| been treble what it was. 

But while these underground agents of 
the Chicago dago-shops were using at Spring- 
field the arts which nad proved so successful 
in tne Common Council of Chicago the pub- 
lie mind was awakening to the importance 


‘| of the question. The public heart was 


teuched by a keener realization of the evils 
which high license sought to regulate and 
control, and this steady growth of sentiment 
at home irresistibly reacted upon the mem- 
bers at the State Capital. When tne indiffer- 
ent Republicans visited their constituents 
every Saturday they were met by the en- 
treaties of their families, their friends, and 
their neighbors, and they began to see that 
the little cloud no bigger than a man’s band 
was becoming a mighty storm. When the 
Democrats wert home on their weekly visits 
the shrewder politicians gathered around 
and begged them to suppert the bill, as 
if they did not the preachers would 
carry half the party over to the Prohibition- 
iste, and there would not be a Corporal’s 
guard of Democrats left in Central Lilinois; 
the only way tosave the party was to vote 
for high livense. So both a sense of duty 
and a feeling ot political expediency actu- 
ated anumber of Democrats to support the 
bill, and many others now wish they had 
done the same thing. 

Step by step the friends of the measure 
marched on, meeting with untold obstacles, 
hampered by corruption, by treachery, by

If this were all the 
present Legislature did it would be enough 
to keep its memory green forever, 

To those members of the Legislature, and 
especially the little band of Democrats, who 
held their ground against the influences of 
money and the pressure of party, and to the 
Governor, whose influence was from the be- 
ginning on the side of right, the thanks of 
the community are due. They fought the 
good fight; they have won the crown. 

As for Tux Trisune, it feels so intense a 
delight and is so pleased with the outcome 
of its unwearying labors of long months that 
it does not care to claim for itself any of the 
giories of the day. Itis willing that others 
should reap where it has sowed, and is not 
concerned if the papers and politicians in 
Illinois take unto themselves the whole 
credit of winning the high-license fight, so 
long as the victoryis irrevocably and eter- 
nally won. 


ALL SALOONS MUST PAY HIGH II- 
CENSE AFTER JULY 1. 

Further inquiry into the court decisions 
bearing upon the new license act confirms 
the belief that the law will be sustained as 
constitutional, and that any effort which the 
Mayor or Common Council may make to nul- 
lify it will be abortive. 

The opinion of the Supreme Court of this 
State in the Sch wuchow case, which acquires 
special weight from the fact that the Supreme 
Judges were unanimous in their concur- 
rence, covers every material point which it 
is proposed to invoke as a means to break 
down the new law. A reading of this opin- 
ion will make it evident that it was the pur- 
pose of the co issue a dictum which 
should judici etermine the status of the 
liquor traflic before the law; and perhaps the 
Democratic politicians of this State who are 
now encouraging the saloonkeepers to re- 
sistance may be impressed somewhat by the 
fact that five of the seven Supreme Judges 
conetrring in this opinion were Demo- 
crats—Chiet-J ustice Breese, Justice Walker, 
who wrote the opinion, and Justices McAl- 
lister, Scolfield, and Craig—while only two— 
Justices Scott and Shelton—were Repub- 
licans. 

The application of this remarkably strong 
and comprehensive opinion to the present 
situation and the threatened resistance to 
the new law brings out the following points: 

1. The liquor traffic is regarded as per- 
nicious and injurious in all civilized Govern- 
meats, and hence is subject, per se, to police 
regulation and restraint. “In this respect.“ 
says the Supreme Court, “it has formed an 
exception to other legitimate business, and 
it is believed to have resulted from humane 
“ feelings and a desire to suppress immorality, 
* vice, crime, and disorder, and the other mis- 
„ eries that follow in its train.“ It is for this 
reason that the court held generally that the 
Legislature is vested with plenary powers in 
the treatment of the liquor traffic, that it may 
delegate these powers to municipal authori- 
ties, and the courts are powerless to abro- 
gate them.” So much for the general charac- 
ter of the saloon business in the eyes of the 
law, which. forms the basis for all judicial 
decisions bearing upon the liquor question. 

2. “ The business is, on principle, within the 
police power of the State, and restrictions 
“which may rightfully be imposed upon it 
“ might be obnoxious as an illegal restraint of 
trade when appiied to other pursuits.” This 
language is as significant as if it had been 
called out by the very act of the Legislature 
which is now exciting the saloon politicians 
and attorneys. The new law will be regarded 
as an éxercise of the police power thus de- 
finéd, which could go to the extent of pro- 

hibiting the sale of ali inds of liquor. The 
State might also declare within proper exer- 
cise.of that power that Whisky should not be 
sold at all, and at the same time license the 
sale of wine and beer. Can it be doubted, 
then, that it has full authority to put a 
special restraint upon the sale of whisky 
by gharging $500 license on that m- 
jurious intoxicant, and at the same time 
authorize the sale of malt liquors at a license 
fee of $150? It is entirely within the dis- 
crétion of the Legislature, as laid down by 
the Supreme Court, to make any distinctions 
it may choose between different kinds of 
liquor, as the court says, “in the interest of 
„good government, good morals, good order, 
“and the prevention of crime, misery, want, 
“and a thousand ills attending such a traffic.“ 
If the Legislature decides that the sale of 
whisky is more injurious to society than the 
sale of beer, it has the right to restrain the 
former by means of fixing a larger Minimum 
for a whisky license than for a beer license. 
This is precisely the ground taken by the 
Harper bill, and hence the question of its 
constitutionality has already been deter- 
mined. 

3. The proposition in the Chicago Counct! 
to protect the saloonkeepers from the obli- 
gation to pay the new rates for license by 
changing the date at which the licenses 
expire is rendered altogether futile by this 
same decision. “If, as we have seen,“ says 
the Supreme Court, “the control of the sale 
“of liquors is a police regulation, then no 
“ope obtain such a vested right in it as 

it . e., the police regulation] may not 
“be resumed when the interests of suciety re- 
“quire it.“ Then, in order that there might 
be no misunderstanding possible, the cogrt 
added: “Wecan never hold that a person 
“can acquire an absolute vested right to 
“such license for any definit period beyond 
“the control of the police power of the 
State.“ Whether the Council changes the 
date of the license year or not, the Harper 
bill, now a law, will require the payment of 
the new license fees after the ist day of 
July next. An omission to pay such fees 
Will deprive the saiooukeeper of all license 
te sell Nquor, for the police power of the 
State will have been exercised to change the 
license conditions, and no previous license 
can be set up in avoidance of the new rates. 

In cities, towns, and counties outside of 
Chicago where the license year terminates 
May 1. instead ot July 1, the effect will be

In view of these plain principles of law, 
laid down years ago in a unanimous opinion 
of the State Supreme Court, it is an act of 
stupid folly for the Mayor and Council to 
undertake to defeat the new law by changing 
the date of the license year and issuing 
licenses on the basis of 8108. 

Any Alderman who is influenced by the 
feeling that the saloonkeepers ot Chicago 
should be protected from the new law if the 
saloonkeepers im the rest of the State escape 
because their licenses were issued May 1 
may possess his soul in quietude. The sa- 
loonkeepers who are operating their busi- 
ness under licenses dated May 1, in any part 
of Lllinois, will become liable under the new 
law from the day it goes into. effect just the 
same as if they had not yet taken out their 
licenses. The old license, the Supreme 
Court decides, is not a contract but mera 
a police regulation, and it carfies no v 
right with it for any length of time; it 
lapses from the day the State law imposes 
new conditions, and all saloons will be liable 
for the new rate of charges without any 
reference whatever to the time of the old li- 
cense. The only effect of changing the date 
will be to encourage litigation and compel 
the saloonkéepers to pay the lawyers large 
fees in addition to the fees required by the 
State law to be paid to the city. 


QUELLING RIOTS — THE GOVERNOR'S 
SPECIAL MESSAGE. 

The special message of the Governor to 
the Legislature upon the use of the militia 
in quelling the recent violent disturbance of 
the peace by the foreign coal-miners in Mad- 
ison and St. Clair Counties ought to quiet 
the hostile and ignorant criticism which has 
been made upon itin some quarters. Had 
the Governor done less than he did under 
the circumstances, he would have been un- 
faithful to the duties of his office, and would 
have encouraged other turbulent and disor- 
derly bands of workingmen in the State to 
commit breaches of the peace and destroy 
life and property. Had he done less than he 
did it would have been tantamount to saying 
to these striking coal-miners: “ You have 
the right not only to strike and to demand 
higher wages, but you have the right to take 
possession of your employers’ property and 
to arm yourselves and prevent others from 
working by violence. You have the right to 
defy the civil authorities, and the military 
power of the State eannot come to their 
help.” 

The Governor’s message makes it clear that 
every step taken by the civil authorities and 
by the Executive was under the due form of 
law, and that in nothing was the letter or 
spirit of the law exceeded. It shows that 
there was a mob assembled in those counties 
which was trampling law under foot and 
defying the civil authorities to suppress 
their riotous proceedings; that the Sheriffs 
of those counties were unable to control the 
mob with the civil posse and called upon the 
Governor for military help, which he granted 
under the Jaw, and which under the law was 
also made subordinate to the civil power; 
that when the troops, headed by the Sheriffs, 
arrived upon the scene the mob was in actual 
possession of the mining property, holding 
its owner and his workmen prisoners, and 
threatening to burn the property and destroy 
the lives of their prisoners; and that they 
were repeatedly called upon to disperse, 
and refused to do so They were 
caught in the very act of violating 
the laws of the State and of committing 
offenses which those laws denominate 
as crimes. “Under these circumstances,” 
as the Governor says, “it is wholly imma- 
terial who fired the first shot. It was the 
duty of the Sheriffs, with the aid.of the mili- 
tary, to arrest and disperse the rioters, and 
use force to do it; and tf in so doing some of 
the rioters were hurt it was only a natural 
and legitimate consequence of their unlawful 
and defiant attitude.” If laws are not to be 
obeyed, if they can be trampled under foot 
at pleasure, if the proper authorities whose 
duty it is to enforce them are not to compel 
obedience to them, then wipe out the laws. 
It would be a farce to keep them on the 
statute-books. So long as .they are, how- 
ever, they must be enforced, no matter what 
the consequences may be. When men place 
themseives outside the pale of the law they 
must expect the penalties of the law, how- 
ever rigid they may be; otherwise we might 
as well give up laws and allow men to act 
their own pleasare regardless of the rights 
of o ers, and plunge society into anarchy. 

The Governor says: The Government 
must rule, law must be respected, officers 
obeyed while in the discharge of their duty, 
and the peace preserved at all hazards, with- 
out fear or favor.” ‘This is the view which 
all law-abiding citizens take of their own du- 
tles and of the duties of the authorities. 
Without such an acquiescence on the part of 
the majority of.the people no kind of Gov- 
ernment could be maintained for a single 
day, and society would at once drift into 
license, disordér, and chaos, It was not the 
view taken by the striking coal-miners, how- 
ever. They assumed the position that they 
could defy and trample upon the law, invade 
private rights, destroy property, and commit 
assaults, and that the authorities had no 
right to interfere with them. They found 
their mistake, as others have done before 
them, at the cost of life. 
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DEMOCRATS AND HIGH LICENSE. 

During the time that the High-License bill 
was pending in the House it was thrown out

Member 
after member from the rural districts came 
forward with the same story—namely: that 
the Democrats in those sections were pretty 
nearly all for high license, and the higher 
the more it pleased them; that they enthu- 
siastically indorsed the nine high-license 
Democrats in the IIlouse who supported the 
bil); and chat if the committee attempted to 
lug the license question into politics or force 
a low-license issue the party 

“knocked out in the first round.” 
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Central Illinois. They share the views of 
their Democratic neighbor Missouri, which 
has passed a law fixing license fees thrice as 
-high as those fi by the Harper bill. The 
Democratic counties of Lilinois are as strpng- 
ly high license as 
and are just as resolute in their determina- 


) tion that whisky soaks and sellers shall not 


rule them, and that the Chicago doggeries 
shall not dictate their politics to them. Some 
of the highest licenses in this State are in 
Democratic towns, and they have been made 
high because Democrats as well as Repub- 
licans are determined to protect themselves 
and their children from the evils which grew 
out of unregulated saloons and from the en- 
croachments of the criminal classes who 
graduate from the doggeries and who make 
their headquarters iu them. 

When it comes to a great question of 
morals in the country there is no political 
division line. If the Liebs, Mackins, Hil- 
dreths, and other runners for grogshops 
want to test this question they had better 
put a ticket in the field and makea fair and 
square issue on the repeal! of the Harper law, 
and see where it will land- them. To say 
that they would be beaten by 100,000 majority 
would be charitable. They have seen tae 
great light, however, none too soon. 


MEDICAL CODE OF ETHICS. 
The last number of Puck opens with acar- 


, toon portraying a scene in the death cham- 


ber of a little child. A homeopathic doctor 
stands at one side of the cradle, and from the 
other Dr. All O’Path is turning away. The 
distracted mother is stretching out her hands 
in a dumb show of agony to the allopath, 
only to hear him say: Very sorry, madam, 
if your little child must die, but you ought 
not to. have called in a homeopath first.” It 
would seem impossible that any such thing 
could happen in real life, but our dispatch 
from Oconomowoe this morning relates a 
precisely similar incident. 

The 4-year-old daughter, an only child, of 
an estimable family of Chicago, lay on what 
it was feared would be her death-bed, unless 
prompt surgical aid were had. A deep in- 
dentation shuwed where the skull had been 
crushed in upon the brain. The only sur- 
geon in the vicinity was an allopath. He 
was calledin. But when the family physi- 
clan, a homeopath, who had attende i the 
child since its birth, arrived from Chicago, 
the allopathic surgeon abruptly left the 
room ata most critical moment in the case 
“ because he could not consult with an ex- 
clusive”! He was a regular” and “ his 
code did not permit him to do so.” 

When regular physicians are re 
proached for the refusal of their branch of 
the medical profession to rescind its code. 
against consultation With homeopaths, they 
are accustomed to reply that no such repeal 
is necessary. No “regular” physician, they 
declare, ever really leaves a human being to 
suffer when called upon to relieve him. The 
code, they say, does no harm. It is merely 
the formal declaration of the allopaths 
against fellowship with practitioners of 
other schools, but it does no practical harm.” 
This incident is a sufficient refutation of this 
weak and shuffling plea. Here isacase in 
which a country 1 was impelled by his 
interpretation of narrow and inhuman 
code of his sect to deny surgical aid to an in- 
nocent suffering child when he knew that he 
was the only surgeon within call, and this he 
did only because there was a homeopath in. 
the room. There are many such cases. 

The recent meeting of the American Medi- 
cal Association at Cleveland hardly honored 
itself or the profession it represented by 
smothering all the attempts ta bring up the 
question of this code for discussion, and by 
continuing indefinitly the discipline that per- 
mits local medical societies to expei a doctor 
who allows considerations of humanity to 
draw him into a consultation with a 
homeopath.

It 
wilt not fail to visit with its harshest censure, 
and deservedly so, those medieval and perse- 
cuting souls who Are willing to allow a 
question of “ortiiodoxy” to come between 
them and their duty to save life and reduce 
suffering whenever the opportunity comes, 
The code which the American Medical As- 
sociation hugs to its bosom is a code of 
murder.

EFFECT OF SWISS FREE TRADE IN 
QUOR. 

One of the principal opponents of the 
Harper High-License law in this city was 
Gen. Lieb, a native of Switzerland. It is 
not easy to understand the reason of his de- 
sire to defeat a law that will do so much as 
this will to diminish the destructive effects 
of our almost unbridled liquor traffic. No 
country in Europe so clearly exhibits the 
devastation that follows free unregulated 
liquor as that from which he has come. Dr. 
Chalmers is reported to have once referred 
to Scotland as “poor drunken Scotland.” 
But today it is poor drunken’ Switzerland 
that holds the degraded place of horrible ex- 
ample of the evils of the unrestricted liquor 
traffic. Within eight years what was once 
the soberest country in Europe has become 
from free trade in liquor the most drunken 
and debauched. 

When Switzerland adopted its present Con- 
stitution In 1874 one of its provisions stipu- 
lated that every Swiss citizen should have 
the right to trade without let or hindranee in 
any part of the Confederation. As inter- 
preted by the Swiss courts this free trade ap- 
plied to dealing in intoxicants as well as to 
all other kinds of exchange and commodities. 
The immediate effect was that all the local 
restrictions and taxes upon the dramshop 
trade, which had been numerous, severe, 
and effective, were swept away as unconsti- 
tutional. Absolute free trade in alcoholic 
intoxicants was instituted in the place of 
high license and restriction. The result of 
this unforeseen and unintended and unfort- 
unate application of the new Constitution 
has been a gigantic social disaster. Drunk- 
enness has become almost universal, and the 
fine Swiss people are going to destruction. 

A recent official report from the asso- 
ciated Mayors of Ajoie to the Government 
of their canton says that “ even the public 
fortune is compromised by the excessive 
“drinking of the population. Failures, 
** bankruptcies, and forced sales of property 
“are alarmingly on the increase... . 
Land is decreasing in value, and mortga- 
“ gees who are forced to foreclose can often 
“find neither buyers nor tenants.” Since 
the era of high license has given way 
to that of free trade in intoxicating drink 
the number of saloons has increased 42 per 
cent, while the population has grown but 6 
percent. Taking out the women, children, 
and the sick, there is for the whole Conted- 
eration not less than one saloon for every 
thirty persons! In Geneva and most of the 
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unfortunate changes in its laws, an 
and not Switzerland, was now the 
est country in Europe.

fatherland, or shall we put the commerce in 
crime and pauperism under the most strin- 
gent possible regulation? With high license 
taxes will be lower, property will be safer, 
murders will decrease, arson and sand-siug- 
ging will be rarer, the worst of the pitfalls 
that now entice our children's feet will be 
closed up. This seems a more profitable 
and, on the whole, a pleasanter path for us 
to trayel than that chosen by poor, drunken 
Switéeriand, and as recommended by Lieb.

Wuew the alleged lard-adulterators, the 
Messrs. Fowler, turned a Tumors reporter 
out of their establishment the other day it 
was the public they expelled in his person.

Their 
position is that the public have a right to buy 
their lard, but no right to know what kind 
of stuff they are expending their money for. 
It is no reply to this that they opened their 
works to an investigation by the Directors 
of the Board of Trade. Who are the 
Directors of the Board of Trade? They are 
not representatives of the people. They 
have conducted this whole investigation into 
the adulteration of lard with a secrecy that 
is of itselt full evidence that they are pot 
acting for the public, but for the protection of 
some private interests that cannot stand the 
light of day. Both by the procedure of the 
Directors of th Board of Trade in this in- 
vestigation and by the expulsion of the re- 
porter from the alleged “refinery” of the 
Fowlers, the people are notified that there is 
something mysterious, something thai can- 
not be safely shown up, something that 
must be hidden, in the Board-of- 
Trade way of making lard. A secret in- 
vestigation by the Directors of àn institution 
which hag been repeatedly declared by the 
courts of Mis State to be private and volun- 
tary and not subject to the supervision of 
the courts isa mere mockery as far as the 
pretense that it is in the interest of the pub- 
lic is concerned. ‘the business of the Board 
of Trade will not thus be improved. No 
wonder that people are becoming afraid to 


trade there when they know that millionaires 


are lying in wait to snap them upina “cor- 
ner,” and when they do not know whether 
they are buying lard or a compound of dead 
grease, kaolin, and cotton-seed oll, with an 
admixture of hog’s fat.

Dumxo tne Presidential campaign of 
years ago, when the Democrats were confi- 
dent of electing the Sage of Gramercy 
Park, the announcement was several times 
made that large quantities of the bonds 
of the late Confederacy had been purchased 
in the interest of an English syndicate, who 
had an agency in Richmond. The statement 
challenged very little attention at the time, 
as the politicians all knew that a constitu- 
tional enactment prohibited the payment of 
these bonds by the United States.

The dispatches this 
morning announce a new movement in a 
similar direction. During the War many of 
the Southern States issued war bonds in aid 
of the Confederacy. With its collapse the 
State bands became simply waste paper, and 
have remained so until within a few days, 
when a demand sprang up for the war oblii- 
gations issued by North Carolina and other 
States. One house in Richmond, Va., has 
purchased $20,000,000 face value at four mills 
on the doliar. This transaction involved an ex- 
penditure of $80,000. Itmay be that a scheme 
is being hatched for the election of a Legisla- 
ture pledged to compromise the war debt, 
either directly in cash or other bonds, or to 
so amend§ the existing laws that the war 
bonds will be received in lieu of taxes at a 
price to be hereafter named, though at fig- 
ures satisfactory to the new owners. The 
legality of the scheme will have to be passed 
on by the Supreme Court of the United 
States, anditis safe to predict that it will 
never receive a judicial affirmation.

Mies Selena Fetter in “Homeo and 
Juliet at the Grand. 

At the Grand Opera- House last evening Miss 
Selena Fetter appeared before a small but seem- 
fugly appreciative audience as Juliet in Shaks- 
peare’s tragedy, “Komeoand Juliet.” It was 
She third rdle she had essayed during the week, 

after ber excellent performance of Mariana, 
in“ The Wife,” it was a disappointment. Firstly, 
her work was marred by those objectionabie 
mannerisms which have already been noted and 
which must be correct.d before her road to suc- 
sess is ciearly defined.

“We have nothing to say to you; you 
got nothing to do with this matter, whi 
concerns exclusively France and Ana 
That is a position which China cannot 7

tributary to China, and simply a frontier 
country of the Empire, China would still 
have the right to demand what the French 
are doing today in Tonquin. This attitude 
of France has produced relations of a 
most strained kind. Nevertheless, China 
is still willing to discuss the question in 
view of an amicable settlement, and, if 
France persists in refusing to epter upon ne- 
otiahons with China, it must be only 
use she is desirous of war. You 
may say that personally, wish peace. 
First, because, it is the duty of 
a Minister to seek to maintain peaceful rela- 
tions with foreign Powers; secondly, because 
there are in China two parties—one eager 
for war, the other for peace. I belong to the 
latter party.“ 

Could your Excellency inform me what 
is the nature of the diplomatic correspond- 
ence of China and France on the Tonquin 
question ?” 

“The French have had a warning of the 
Intentions of China in regard to Tonquin. 
The Chinese Government has not allowed 
the French to go so far without giving 
them an opportunity of retiring 
gracefully from their untenable  po- 
sition. As far back as 1880 the 
Chinese Minister at Paris explained to the 
French Foreign Minister—then M. de Frey- 
cinet—the relations which Tonquin, as a part 
of Anam Territory, bore to Chima. M. de 
Freycinet declared distinctly that the French 
Government had no intention whatever of 
doing anything in Tonquin. About the 
end of the same year rumors of a French ex- 
pedition again cropping up, I again remind- 
ed the French Minister that the King of An- 
am Was a vassalof China and clearly in- 
formed him that China would not remaina 
passive spectator of another attempt to 
disturb the relations of her vassal. From 
then to now correspondence has been going 
on between the two Governments. It can- 
not be said that the Chinese Govern- 
ment has waited until France has 
gone so far that she could not 
retire with dignity. The second expedition 
to Hanoi was not made until April, 1882, but 
rumors existed of the intentions of France 
in 1879. In r 1880, I went to 
the Ministry ot oreign Affairs and 
asked the Minister: ‘Are there any 

unds for these rumors? Because you 
now the King of Anam is a vassal of 
China, and it would be impossible for the 
Chinese Government to recognize any inter- 
ference of France in that country.’ At the 
time of his warning France had done 
noth to compromise herself. It was 
not till 1882 that troops. were sent to occupy 
Hanoi. But they took their own course. In 
one of his dispatches M. Gambetta wrote: 
Thel suzerainty of China over Anam is 
only a matter of historical interest to us,’ 
implying his refusal to admit the existence 
of any actual relationship.”’ 

2 Will your Excellency enumerate the 
claims of China to interfere ?” 

“First, her suzerain rights; second, Ton- 
quin being a limitrophe, or country border- 
ing on the three southern provinces «f 
China; third, the large Chinese population 
settled in Tonquin; fourth, China’s ,com- 
mercial interests in Tonquin, where China's 
interest is not only greater than Fragce’s, 
but greater than all other European Powers’ 
together; fifth, the Rea River takes its omigin 
in the Chinese Province of Yunnan, agd is 
the sole outlet for the trade of the soutig§and 
west portions of the Chinese Empire.“ 

“Suppos that China should succ 
inducing the French to retire, is China 
pared to open up the Red River to Euro 
commerce? 

“Most certainly. Moreover, it the ope 
ing ot the river to commerce is the object of 
the French expedition it is a great pity that 
France never said so to China, for China 
would have been eager to do so. It 
is a fact that but for the 
French military expedition the Red River 
would already have been opened to Euro- 
peans, not alone in Tonquin, but that part 
which flows through Yunnan. The Empe- 
ror of China, moreover, has already issued 
an edict drawn up by tue Tsung Li Yamen, 
authorizing the d River to be opened to 
commerce.’

PERU’S FATE, 
CHILI GETS ALL. THAT IN WORTH ANYTHING. 

Lima, June 15.—The following particulars 
relative to the terms of peace published here 
were taken from letters stolen from a special 
courier en route to Gen. Iglesias: 

Chili does not forfeit the decrees about 
guano and saltpetre, issued Feb. 9 and March 
20, 1882, that the net profits on 1,000,000 tons, 
deducting expenses, be equally divided be- 
tween the Chilian and Peruvian bondhold- 
ers. ‘These profits only come out of 
the islands now worked, as the future 
mines, found in the annexed territories, be- 
long exclusively to Chili, who can dispose 
of such newly-discovered mines at will. 
Chili does not hold herself r for 
any indebtedoess of Peru. Chili holds the 
sovereignty of Lobos Islands until sufficieut 
guuno shail have been extracted to fuifill the 
sale of 1,000,000 tons. When the treaty is 

atified Chili turns over to Peru 50 per cent 
of the net proceeds from the Lobos islands. 
Lastly, commercial relations and the in- 
demnity to Chilian citizens will be discussed 
afterwards. 


PAPAL AFFAIRS. 
GERMAN NEGOTIATIONS WITH THE VATICAN. 

Berwin, June 15.—Herr von Gossler, Min- 
ister of Ecclesiastical Affairs, stated yester- 
day to the committee of the Lower House of 
the Landtag which has the Church bill under 
consideration that Herr von Schloezer, the 
Prussian representative at the Vatican, was 
not intrusted with a special mission, but had 
an established position, which shows that 
the negotiations are continued. 

THE BILL. 

The committee has approved Clause 5 of 
the measure, with an amendment allowing 
Bishops recognized by the State to exercise 
their functions outside of their dioceses. All 
amendments to the sixth clause, which re- 
peals the provisions of the May laws incon- 
sistent with the bill, were rejected. The 
first reading of the bili has been concluded 
by the committee.

GEORGE GOULD. 
HIS LITTLE RUN ACkOSS THE OCEAN. 

New York, June 15.—[Special.|—The fact 
that George J. Gould reached Queenstown 
yesterday on the steamship Abyssinia was 
made known in Wall street today by the ar- 
rival of various cable telegrams to that effect. 
Gentlemen who are intimate with the young 
voyager thereupon freely admitted that he 
had gone to England, and said that he might 
possibly remain abroad for a few weeks. 
The object of his trip was vaguely described 
as “just a little run across the ocean for busi- 
ness and pleasure.“ It is known that Mr. 
George Gould’s mission abroad relates to 
Western Union affairs, but those who are 
in possession of the facts decline to make any 
statements. A large quantity of Western 
Union stock accompanied the young man. 
This stock, it is alleged, was bought roach 
Jay Gould’s instrumentality for English 
capitalists, and it is denied Mr. Gould 
has parted with any large part of his own 
holdings of Western Union, The quantity 
of stock taken to England is variously stated 
at from 20,000 to 50,000 shares. Mr. Gould’s 
friends declare that the stock is being pur- 
chased in England on its merits 
as an investment, while. Mr. Gould’s 
antagonists insist he and 
Mr. John Bender have gotten up a scheme 
for deeeiving the Englishmen as to the real 
value of Western Union, and then unload- 
ing the stock upon them, 

It is authoritatively denied on behalf of 
Mr. Gould that he sold any Western 
Union-stock to Mr. John Jacob Astor. The 
election of the’ last-named geatleman as a 
Director of the Western Union Company, it 
is said, was in consequence of the fact that 
he had been a large stockholder in the com- 


pany for some time, and it was only natural J t 


that he should be placed in a ition where 
he could more closely watch his own inter- 


ests. 

Some idea of the time of Mr. George 
Gould’s return from England may be formed 
from the apparently authentic statement that 
his steam-yacht Fanida is matched to race F. 
A. Brown’s Ariadne the 2th of this 
month. The race was at first appointed for 
the 22d, but was postponed a few days ago. 


HAVERLY. 
A COMPROMISE EFFECTED. 

New York, June 16.—([Special.)—For vey- 
eral days the affairs of J. H. Haverly, the 
theatrical manager, have apparently been at 
a standstill, and it has seemed that a settle 
ment was doubtful. This has been owing in 
a great measure to the extreme reticence of 
Mr. Haverly and his partner, C. H. McCon- 
nell, these gentlemen having been invisible 
to all reporters who called at their hotel or 
sought for them at their accustomed 
haunts. It became known tonight, how- 
ever, that a settlement had deen 
reached. The exact terms of the settle. 
ment cannot be made known until Mr. 
Haverly and his partner, Mr. McConnell, 
are prepared to make them public. As far 
as revealed the plan of settlement is that Mr. 
McConnell shall assume Mr. Haverly’s lia- 
bilities, and receive in consideration thereof 
Mr. Haverly’s interest in his theatres in San 
Francisco, Chicago, and Brooklyn. What 
Mr. Haverly’s liabilities are is not known, 
but they are estimated by persons directly 
interested in their settlement at $70,000. It 
is stated upon excellent authority that two 
years ago Mr. ‘Haverly owed Mr. 
MeConnell nearly $90,000, and it is 
thought his present embarrassments are 
partly the result of endeavors to free himself 
of this load. What will be done, with the 
three theatres mentioned is not yet known, 
as Mr. McConnell is not a theatrical man- 
ager, and has no experience in the amuse- 
ment business to warrant his tak the 
management under his own personal direc- 
tion. A reporter endeavored to see both Mr. 
Haverly and Mr. McConnell tonight, but was 
unable to find them.

The matter was the subject of comment in 
theatrical circles, where it was known, 
widely varying views were expressed.

Robert Jones’ blacksmith-shop, Hurd & Em- 
mons’ butcher-shop, Lyman Wheelers’ car- 
riage-factory, and Mr. Swith’s watch and 
clock establishment,

Yonker was completely gutted, the bare 
walis only being left. 

The county bridge across Rawdon Creek 
next fell a prey to the devouring element.

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removed, and badly damaged.

Practical Proof that Maud 8. Has Not 
Weakened—The Record Beaten. 

New York, June 15.—|Special.}— William 
II. Vanderbilt’s famous mares, Maud S. and 
Aldine, came down “like wolves on the 
fold“ today at Fleetwood Park, and scat- 
tered all previous records to the winds, mak- 
ing a mile in 2:15 06. Mr. Vanderbilt drove 
the mares himself. Bair, the trainer, has 
driven them together two or three times at 
Hartford, but yesterday was the first time 
that Mr. Vanderbilt ever held the reins over 
the pair. He left his stable at Madison ave- 
nue apd Fifty-first street shortly after 
8 o’ciock this afternoon, and drove 
up through Central Park, and 80 
on out to Barry’s Road-house, 
where he made a short stop, and then drove 
over the bridge and up to Fleetwood Park. 
A number of horsemen were out on the road 
with their teams, and, seeing Vanderbilt make 
for Fleetwood, they scented the sport afar off 
and followed. Now, when Bait and Mr. 
Vanderbilt parted the trainer took 
Maud's toe-weiaghts with him, and Mr. Van- 
derbilt was obliged to purchase some new 
ones. These fitted so baaly that when Fleet- 
wood was reached one of them came 
off, and Mr. Vanderbilt sent a boy up 
through the yard to borrow some. A pair 
were loaned him, and they were fastened on, 
astone being used todrive themin. The 
mares were hitched to a heavy top road- 
wagon weighing 211 pounds. Mr. Vander- 
bilt himself weighs 200 pounds. So the pair 
were drawing 411 pounds. 

Mr. Vanderbilt drove once around the 
track and then prepared to put the mares to 
their speed. About 150 people had collected 
on the stoop of the club-house by this time, 
and many watches were pulled 
out as Mr. Vanderbilt drove 9 2 
T. E. Eastman, Frank Work, Allie 
Bonner, Alexander Taylor, William Turn- 
bull, and many other lovers of horseflesh 
were spectators, all eager to see what the 
celebrated mares would do, but none sus- 
pecting that such an astonishing record was 
to be made. A word from Mr. Vanderbilt 
and the mares were off like the wind. 
The track was in good condition, and the 
feet of the flying pair beat it as rapidly as the 
drumsticks of the drummer beat the tattoo. 
“Look at em go!“ Isn't that splendid?“ 
and like exclamations came from the crowd. 
Maud S. fraveled in splendid form, and did 
not seem to be exerting her- 
self to do her utmost. Aldine did 
exeellently, but it was evident at the three- 
quarters that she received very great assist- 
tance from Maud. The quarter was made in 

seconds, the half in 1:05, three-quar- 
ters in 1:41, and the mile in 2:15%. ‘The 
time was taken by T. E. Eastman, William 
Trumbull, Alexander Taylor, Allie Bonner, 
and about thirty other gentlemen. The mile 
was made without a break on the part of 
either of the mares. Mr. Vanderbilt came 
down the home stretch driving with 
one hand aud waving his whip 
over the heads of the mares with the other, 
amid the cheers of the crowd. After the 
trial Mr. Turnbull got into the wagon with 
Mr. Vanderbilt, and rode as far as the Fifth 
avenue entrance to Central Park. When 
driven to Mr. Vanderbilt’s stabie the mares 
had hardly turned a hair, and seemed in ex- 
cellent condition after their extraordinary 
performance, 

Mr. Vanderbilt was greatly gratified at 
what his superb pair had done. “I think,” 
said he, “thatil can cut down this record 
considerably. ‘This is only the second 
time that they have been driven together, 
and besides the wagonis a very heavy one.

A LEGAL BOMB. 


Sharp Criticiem of the Supreme Court 
by an Attorney—The Brief Stricken 
from the Files. 

SPRINGFIELD, Lil., June 14.—Last spring the 
Supreme Court decided against the plaintiff! in 
the case of A. M. Wright et al. vs. the Boara of 
Trade of Chicago. A petition for a rebearing 
was filed, and in connection therewith John N. 
Jewett, counsel for appeiiants, filed a brief 
wherein the following language is used: “I 
have criticised the opinion of this court, but in 
no unfriendly spirit. I have stated plaigiy and 
exactly what I think and believe in respect to 


them. Iam utterly unable to find any warrant 
for the opinion in this ease, in equity or in rea- 
son, nor do the cases referred to give it any- 
thing more than the semblance of support. 
The turn which the opinion seeks to 
give to the MIilinois cases is contrary 
to common sense and has no shadow 


of justification in the principles of law or equity. 


or in the adjudicated cases. The position is one 
the court cannot stand by without violating the 
plainest dictates of common intelligeuce and 
honesty. Against the beggarly array of Lilinois 
cases, ili-digested and ill-considered, in which 
all remedies are heaped together in one common 
massa of confusion, and all of them attempted 
to be buried out of sight, stands opposed the un- 
broken current of ai authority in England 
and in this country, the principles of law and of 
v7 and the dictates of justice and of right.” 
n reply the Supreme Court tod filed the 
foliow with the Clerk at Springtield: In the 
case of M. Wright et al. vs. the Board of 
Trade of the City of Ohi petition for re- 
hearing, the court filed following per 
curiam: Appended to the petition in this case 
isa paper entitied “suggestons in support of 
the foregoing petition, signed by Mr. Jobn N. 
Jewett, as counsel for appellants.“ Ou looking 
into this paper it is found to contain expres- 
sions, su tions, and assertions which are not 
respectful to the court. Its whole tone 
and spirit seem discourteous. It con- 
tains denunciations of the court which 
are unseemly and unbecoming. Th 
paper departs so apace Sree the true line of 
protessional propriety t we deem it our duty 
to order the same stricken from the files, and it 
is avcordingly so done. We recog :ize fully the 
right of counsel,in a becoming spirit and ro- 
spectful terms, to discuss freely and vigorously 
correctness of our decisions and opinions, 
but the ordinary and well-known rules of pro- 
fessional propriety must be observed in such 
discussions. It is also ordered that the cause be 
continued, with leave to applicants to file in lieu 
of this paper another brief argumeat, expressed 


decorously.

“fisher’s stock.“ It is the product of hogs that 
dle in transit, of disease or otherwise, along the 
various lines of railway leading to Chicago. They 
are taken out of the cars at stopping points 
along the line, and sold at a nominal price to 
rendering establishments. Toe hog goes into 
the tank whole, bristies, hide, and ali—so much 
for the fisher’s stock—nice stuff to make pie- 
crust of. Now Iwill give you a point on Mis- 
souri dirt, or Canada c (as the refiners choose 
to call it), and its uses. It does not come from 
Canada or Missouri, but is a pigment imported 
from Denmark, and is used with alkalis to 
bleach such stuff as fisher’s stock. Other chem- 
icals gre also used to kill bad smeils, etc. Where 
is our Board of Health, that they do not look 
into this matter?

FAIRPLAY. 
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THE CRIMINAL COURT. 
MAGILL FOUND. NOT GUILTY IN ONE CASE. 

The case of Edward 8. Magill, who has been on 
trial in the Criminal Court before Judge Barnum 
and a jury for three days past under an indict- 
ment for forgery, came to a sudden termination 
yesterday. It was alleged that Magill, March 31. 
1877, while actimg in the capacity of selling-clerk 
for S. H. McOrea & Co., forged the name of the 
firm to a contract to sell to Edward Sickles & 
Co. 10,000 bushels of corn. Oue of the stipula- 
tions therein contained was that the entire 
transaction should be in accordance with the 
rules of the Board of Trade. After the testi- 
mony for the people had been submitted the de- 
fendant’s counsel moved to take the case from 
the jury on the ground that the State bad failed 
to make out a case. In arguing their motion 
they said that the alleged férged contract con- 
tained a statement that it had been made sub- 
ject to the rules and regulations of 
the Board of Trade, and insisted that 
such rules and regulations should have 
been introduced in evidence and set 
forth in the indictment. All the rules of the 
board bearing on sales of grain were ap integral 
part of the contract, and it was necessary toin- 
truduce them n evidence in order to show the 
nature of the alleged forged contract. If said 
rules were incorporated in the indictment and 
evidence the contract would be sbown to have 
been a gambling one, and there could be no for- 
gery of it because it was void in law. 

Mr. logham, on behalf of the people, said that 
if there was anything in the rules and regula- 
tions of the Board of Trade that made the con- 
tract invaiid or could be urged in mitigation of 
the crime alleged to have been committed by 
Magill, that was a matter of defense.

BURYING THE PAUPERS. 

The committees of the County Board, to whom 
had been referred the bids for the buria of 
paupers, and also the question as to the legal 
power of the County Board, over the bodies of 
persons dying at the County Hospital, met yes- 
terday afternoon. An opinion on the subject 
had been invited from the County-Attorney, 
which was presented and read, and which has 


already been foreshadowed in these columns. 
It beid that the law requiring the appropriadon 
of unciaimed bodies to medical colleges, etc., 
applied simply to bodies in poor-houses 
and penitentiaries, and not to bodies in 
hospitals, and that the county inthe 
dispute in question was required to 
give all hospital bodies a “decent burial,” 
instead of turning them over for the benefit of 
science. The opinion was discussed at great 
length, and resulted in its being agreed by a vote 
oféto4todo away with the office of County 
Undertaker in the’ future, and have the county 
bury its own bodies. The yeas were Donvers- 
berger, Ender, Kiehm, McCarthy, O'Neill, and 
Senne; the nays, Aibright. Sommer, Wasser- 
man, and Ochs. This would seem to settie the 
mixed question. especially. since it is thought 
that the board will ratify the action taken: and 
it is not prejudicial to the colleges either, fur if 
they have anv rights the action would seem to 
deny them they can go to the courts, which the 
Commissioners hope they will do. What is 
wanted, above all things, is the breaking up of 
the alleged traffic in hospital bodies, and the ac- 
tion taken is purely in that interest. 


OLD ARM-CHAIRS, 


HISTORIC PIECES OF FURNITURE ON EXHI- 
BITION IN THIS CITY. 

In the show window of the Tobey Furniture 
Company, corner of State and Adams street, 
there will be placed on exhibition today three 
old chairs which have an interesting histury. 
They originally belonged in England to 4 family 
by the name of Dorr, a descendant of whom 
came to this country in or about 1684, bringing 
these curious old chairs with bim, and settling 
in Boston. This Dorr claimed they were made 
in 1620, and bad been in his family during three 
generations. June 12, 16086, John tieiow, of 
Watertown, Mass., a friend of said Dorr, was 
united in marriage to Miss Jerusha Garfield, 
Also a native of Watertown, and of the same 
family as the late President. To the newly- 
married couple these chairs were presented by 
Mr. Dorr as a wedding present. This Joba Big- 
elow and wife iocated in Marlborough, Masa. 
Nine years later (17065) John, with two other 

ns, were taken captive by the Indians, 
and conveyed to Canada, where he remaincd 
nearly two years, building while there the 
first sawmill run in the provinces, after which 
the Freuch Governor set him free, and he re- 
turned safely home. A letter written by the 
wife tober husband during his captivity (Aug. 
22, 1706) is shown lu the frame in connection with 
the chairs. John Bigelow lived to a remarkable 
old age, dying in 1769, in dis 95th year. His wife 
died in 1758, aged 81. Gershom Bigelow, his son, 
next inberited the chairs.-ffe lived to be 906 
rears of age, and died in 1812. Timothy Bige- 
ow, asonof Gershom, then became their pos- 
sessor, and dying in 1817 was succeeded by his 
son E hraim, who died in 1843. Previous to his 
death Ephraim Bigelow gave the chairs to his 
sister Lavinia, and she n tura gave them to her 
daughter, who was the mother of the present 
owner, W. Williams, Esq., of this city. The cu- 
rious old chairs are 263 years old. They are not 
for sale, but will be exhibited fora short time 
by Mr. Williams as curiosities in furuiture con- 
struction.

LETTER-CARRIERS VEHEMENTLY PRO- 
BEING DRESSED AS 


THE 
TEST AGAINST 
DUDES. 

The letter- carriers of Chicago are up in arms, 
at least ready to resort to arms aud lay down 
their bags. They have been in a state of indig- 
nant excitement for the last forty-eight hours, 
since their attention was called to a Washington 
dispatch to one of the morning papers which 
stated that Postmaster-General Gresham was 
considering a suggestion made to him to change 
the uniform worn by the carriers and substitute 
for the ample trowsers now worn by the trusty 
messengers with uomentionabies of the Oscar 
Wilde pattern—to-wit: knee-breeches. It was 
further intimated in the dispatch in ques- 
tion that the Postmaster-General would most 
likely adopt the suggestion. This was more 
than the Chicago lettercarriers could stand. 
The idea of being perambulating Oscar Wiidcs 
in gray was too much. Yhey were excited and 
angry, and used strogger words than are con- 
demned by Sir Jose Porter, X C. B. Word 
passed along the line yesterday. a meeting was 
beid, and the knee- breeches project was bitterly 
denounced, It was resoived to resist the in- 
novation to tne bitter end, and deputations 
were appointed to wait on the four city Con- 
gressmen With a view to inducing them 
to represent to the Postmaster- 
General that the proposed uniform 
would be exceedingly objecnonable. 
The Congressmen were seeu and were found to 
share the views of the boys. They pronounced 
the proposed chaage ridiculous. Congressman 
Davis suid that there had been too great a dis- 
position recently to ape Buglish ways. The pro- 
posed uniform was a step in that direction. He 
would protest against it. Messers. Finerty, 
Adains, and Dunbam were equaily emphatic. 
They have promised to join ip a remonstrance 
to the Post-master-General about the affair. 

One of the carries seen said that they object- 
ed to the change for several reasons, but prin- 
cipaily because the dress would make them 
appear ridicuious. “W-» don't want to be 
dudes,” he said. Besides we are just after 
getting new uniforms, and our salaries 
are not large enough to stand the price of an- 
other suit.

Insects in the Granary. 

A practical entomologist says that only 
two remedies are satisfactory against grain 
beeties. Bisulphide of carbon sprinkled 
freely in the granary is death to weevils and 
all other insects that eat stored corn. The 
liquid should be sprinkled in the — — the 
amount of a gallonifthe granary arge, 
and the granary then elosed as tigntly as 
possible. No fire should be taken near till 
the bins Are thoroughly ventilated. When

is very dense tobacco smoke, or strong to- 
bacco-water sprinkled into the empty bins. 
I have not tried these in the granaries, but 
have experimented with them in smal! boxes, 
and find them quick death to weevils and 
other grain-eating beeties. The tobacco- 
water—a strong decoction—could only be used 
when the granary wasempty. It should be 
sprinkled or thrown ail over the rvom and 
bins, and then left to evaporate. In connec- 
tion with this I would advise the free use of 
topacco smoke. Upon a kettle of coals 
coarse stems could be placed, and so the 
anary thoroughly fumigated, ‘This cannot

When the Corn Crop Is Backward. 

Grunpy County, Ia., June 9. [To the Ed- 
itor of Tur Trisune.}—i think that the pros- 
pect for corn is better now than some few 
weeks ago we thought it would be from the 
heavy rains andcool weather. ‘The last frost 
we had was May 3; since then it has been 
warm enough for the corn to come forward. 
Riding through a part of our county yester- 
day 1 found in about two-thirds of the fields 
a good stand; the other third was indifferent, 
with some an entire failure. From what 1 
can learn, it is so throughout the State. 
Where there is a failure, farmers should put 
in buckwheat, sow about thirty-two to 
thirty-five pounds to acre. If they don’t 
want it for the grain, it will make an excel- 
lent crop to turn under for green manure, 
and can be followed with fall rye or corn 
next year. That will be much better than a 
crop of weeds. Where there is one-half or 
two-thirds of a stand of corn it should be 
cultivated and sown to rye at the time of the 
last plowing, say by July 10. It will 
make excellent pasture for young stock 
ali winter when the ground is bare until the 
ist of May, and then yield a good crop of 
grain, pay as good a profit, all things 
considered, as acropofcorn. In every case 
where lsee a good stand of corn 
“How did you save your seed?” ‘The re- 
ply is usually: 41 it early, and put it 
upon a floor, sp out thin, over our ecook- 
room stove”; or, “I selected it carefuliy 
when gathering, and hung it up over the 
stove.” Thatis it; klin-dry your seed-corn, 
and you will never fail.

Scab, foot- 
rot, paper-skin, dysentery, and “scarcity of 
grass are also destructive. These causes bar

The honey crop of the country about Aus- 
tin, Tex., promises poorly. So fur bees are mak- 
ing little or no honey. Reports from parts of

they have done badly. For those who have bees

An Iowa fruit-grower thus describes an 
easy way of raising strawberries: In the spring 
we plow as for potatoes, furrow out three feet 
apart each way, and set one strawberry plant 
in each hill. We cuitivate as we would potatoes 
for the first year, after whieh the plants take 
care of themselves, except that we mow the 
weeds about twice a year and let them lie for a 
mulch. I now have a bed white with bloom 
that has stood four years, and another that was 
set last year. Ido not know what variety I 
na ve. but I have had it twelve or more years, 
and it has never failed. The berries are large 
one gees, hough not as big as a Belieflower 
appie. 

A Minnesota farmer says that a year ago 
he sowed in drills amber sorghum cane and eariy 
Minnesota sweet corn for torage, and com- 
menced feeding it early. His stock, both horses 
and cattle, preferred the corn and ate it first 
when both were fed at the same time. When 
the corn was in the milk he cut it ali up and 
cured it.

Uaprofitable Meats. 

“ Bring your cattle in good breeding con- 
dition; we do not care to see them too fat,“ 
is the advice which has been given in more 
instances than a score to those who intended 
to exhibit their cattie at fairs or to put them 
up for sale at auction. Unfortunately for 
themselves, some have followed this advice. 
and have suffered severely for their confi- 
dence. However firmly we may believe in 


ing animals, contending for a 


as such,

ee conten theory that all breed- 


breeding animal, in fact we all prove that 
there isamong us a general disposition to 
give the prize to that beast which is in the 
highest condition—that is, that one upon 
which the art of the breeder has succeeded 
in placing the greatest load of unnatural fat. 
Buyers of stock do the same, even when 
their purpose is clearly to get animals for 
breeding. Proof enough of this is given at 
almost every public sale of beef breeds, and 
he who has stock of almost = to = 
ows full well that, if he would please the 
— he must keep his animals in high 
condition—fat, round, and smooth. 

Yet it is well known that when the con- 
sumer buys a roast, or a piece of meat for 
boiling or for broiling, he insists that the fat, 

nd what he considers a reasonable quan- 
tity, shall be eut off by the butcher. And he 
is right, for tallow is not properly a food; it 
is composed, indeed, largely of waste, use- 
less -and excrementitious materials which 
have accumulated in the cellular repository 
because the s of alimentation exceeded 
that of elimination. In humanity an excess 
of fat is considered as being the result of dis- 
ease: in domestic animals it isa disordered 
condition of the system, brought about by 
the skill of the breeder and the feeder, who 
have developed to an unnatural and waste 
ful extent a natural tendency to accumulate, 
as cold weather comes on, a store of heat- 
retaining and heat-producing matter.

sist upon having most of the tallow trimmed 
off before the meat goes into the scale; the 
tallow goes to the scrap-heap and sells per- 
haps for eight cents per pound, about half 
the price the whole carcass cost, while the 
meatfrom which it was cut must sell for 18 
to 25 cents per pound to save the retailer 
from loss. An overfat beast is unprofitable 
to the consumer, because he pays for a large 
quantity of that which, while it may serve to 
inerease animal heat in the Seater, adds 
little if anything to his store of mental or 
muscular force. But few people actually eat 
this waste material: pearly everybody cutsit 
from his steak or roast, letting it go to the 
gutter, to be eaten by dogs or cats, that for 
which a high price was paid. Truly those 
who buy fat beef have not learned how to 
economize in the matter of providing meat 
for their tables. It may well be asked 
whether the feeder and the butcher are wiser. 


Wasteful Destruction of Calves. 

Thinking men are much concerned over 
the continued habit ef destroying large num- 
bers of calves in the dairy districts. They 
realize fully the difficulty of persuading the 
dairy farmer that it would be wiser to save 
at least the female calves, for the farmer who 
can readily sell every ounce of milk ata 
profit will not readily bother with raising 
calves. Very naturally he asks, “Why 
should I feed $20 worth of milk to raisea 
$15 calf ”’ and it is not easy to show why, for 
dairymen can buy miich cows when they 
need fresh ones, feed them well and fatten 
quickly when the flow of milk shall have 
fallen below a profitable point, and sell to 
the butchers for enough, or véry nearly 
enough, to pay for a fresh cow. 

If he realizes that the time will come when 
milch cows cannot be bought in this way he 
will reply that when miich cows become 
scarce and hard to buy then milk will be- 
come scarce and easy to sell at higher prices 
than are now current. The profits of the 
dairyman will thus be affected comparatively 
little by any change which may thus come in 
the supply of cows. ln this case, as in many 
others, the unwise policy of destroying the 
young heifers will in the end serve to in- 
crease the cost of liv Every one who 
uses milk or butter will have to pay a part 
of the penalty for slaughtering these thou- 
sands of young calves, each of which if 
brought to maturity might produce in the 
natural course of her life food amounting to 
many times her own weight and value. 
Killed at the age of 6or8 weeks she will 
yield at best a few pounds only of not wy 
nutritious food. 

Just how a reform may be 2 abe 
in this matter does not appear. The dairy- 
man can scarcely be expected to feed a calf 
milk worth more than that calf will be worth 
when weaned, even though he may fully 
realize that there is here in the West a strong 
demand for all thrifty calves at prices which 
cause such. animals to be brought hundreds 
of miles from the East. Ille may believe that 
the supply of cows in this country is much 
below the wants of the rapidly-increasing 
population, and that beef, and milk, and but- 
ter must rise in vaiue year by year, so that a 
few years hence each cow: will become much 
more profitable than she would be now, but 
he will probably continue to sell Kis young 
stock to the butcher as soon as it s have 
become old enough to kill for food,

Pony-Huilt Cattle. 

When the winter holidays draw near there 
is a good demand for large, heavy, and fat 
beeves, the fattest and largest’ being sought 
by the butehers for displaying as signs in 
their shops; but the bullocks which always 
meet with favor from the butcher are the 
short-legged, compact, blocky feilows which 
average from 1,450 to 1,550 pounds in weight. 
It they happen to have no superabundance 
of fat they are received with even more favor 
by butcher and by consumer. This is par- 
ticularly true of the warmer months, when 


people require and instinctively seek for 


tood of less heat-producing tendencies. The 
plump, “pony-built”’ cattle, heavy without 
being too ripe, are favorits with the expe- 
rienced consumer, because he knows he will 
have a goodly quantity of nutritious meat, 
with but a comparatively small percentage 
of tallow. Wich the retail dealer in meats 
such animals are favorits, becausé they cut 
to good advantage, having little in the car- 
cass which must go into the scrap-box. With 
the knowing feeder they are favori be- 
cause such animals are almost invariably 
good feeders, giving a liberal return for the 
ood they consume. 

Animals capabie of impressing this form 
in a marked degree upon their. young are 
to be found in certain families of Short- 
Horus, notably among those known as the 
Scotch or Cruickshanks cattle; but the Here- 
fords and the — possess this charac- 
teristic more generally perhaps than any 
ns war knows beteds. Both these breeds

The Supply of Cattle. 

At the time of the last census there were in 
the United States 12,000,000 cows und 50,000,000 
of people. Immigration and births have doubt- 
less brought the population well up toward 
60,000,000, and the number of cows may have 


there are now 15,000,000 there would be one 
cow for each four people. The annual in- 
crease from these cows may be safely esti- 
mated at 80 per cent, and that one-half of the 
calves will be bulls. This will give 6,000,000 
males for the purpose of breeding and slaugh- 
ter as veal or beef. Ten per cent at least of 
the cows will go to the butcher each year, 
thus adding 1,500,000 to the supply of beeves, 
making the aggregate yearly supply 7,000) 
peeves, or one for each eight people, This 
‘would be equivalent to a supply of about 
67% pounds of beef per year for each, su 
posing that each year’s crop of ealves shall 
attain an average of 1,000 pounds live weight. 

If the annual crop of heifers should reach 
maturity the number of bearing cattle would 
be increased by this year’s produce some 
4,500,000. But of these great numbers are 
killed for veal, so that it is doubtful whether 
the increase of bearmg cows will exceed 4 
Seem ts ba uniiely that tho supory of eet

Protest is occasionally made against the 
use of the indefinit word “ grade,” ih place of 
“ crossbred,” as employed by Americas [but not 
by English] stockmen, reference to cattle that 
are in some stage of cross between native and 
thoroughbred. The word means, primarily, a 
step, and is commonly used to designate de- 
grees of rank. The latest supplements of both 
Webster and Worcester give it with the defini- 
tion as applied bere to stock, and both state 
that by high-grade is meant a cross baving 
three-fourths or more of pure blood. Those who 
object prefer the English phrase, with the ad- 
dition of the fraction expressive of the propor- 
tion of pure blood; as, three-quarter cross, or 
seven-eighths, or as the case may be. If they 
will, instead of describing an anima) as a three- 
pares crossbred,” call it three-quarter Snort- 

orp, or Hereford, or Devon, as the case may 
be, they will convey a far clearer idea of what 
they may mean. Among brecders in America 
the term grade ts becom quite generally 
accepted as desoribing the product of union 
of a pare-bred with a common or native 
animal, while crogsbred implies a union between 
two pure animals of distinct breeds.

Where the Backboned Animals Begi 
Popular Science Monty. — There 
much uncertainty as to how the backboned 
or vertebrate animals began; but the best 
clew we have to the mystery is found in a 
little, half-transparent creature about two 
inenes long, which is still to be found living 
upon the English shores and the Southern 
Atlantic coast of the United States. ‘This 
small, insignificant animal is called the 
“ Lancelet,” because itis shaped something 
like the head of a ce; and it is many 
ways so imperfect that naturalists ve 
t to be a degraded form, like 
the acorn-barnacie—that is to say, that 
it has probably lost some of the parts which 
its ancestors once possessed. in an 
case it is the most simple anima 
we have, and shows us how the first feeble 
forms may have lived. Truly, itis ly by 

courtesy we can call him a backbon 
ani or all he has is a cord of gr 
poin at both ends, which hes 
along the middle of his body above his long, 
narrow stomach; while above this again is 
another cord containing his nerve-telegraph. 
There are large fishes, too, which have this 
cartilaginous backbone. The young shark 
has nothing but a rod of gristle or cartilage, 
and, though he is one of the strongest of sea- 
animals, he retains this gristly state of bis 
skeletun throughout life; however much he 
may strengthen it by hard matter, it never 
becomes true bone. The first ances- 
tors of the shark n 
a time when the crustaceans were most 
werful animals in the world, and the huge, 
obster-like Pterygotus was the monarch of 
the seas. The plated-scaled fish which ex- 
isted at the e time were clumsy 
creatures, for their skeletons were probably 
feeble, and thelr armor-like shields were 
heavy. So, as history went on, they gradu- 
ally gave way, oming smaller and 
rarer, while the more active little 
shark-like animals gradually grew stron 
and powerful, and from them are descen 
the giant sharks of today. The powerful 
gristly-boned fishes are much excelled in 
agility by the herring, the salmon, and their 
other bony companions, which move with 
much less effortin the water, and so have 


naturally made their way into all parts of 


the rivers and seas. But where have they 
come from? We know very little of their 
early history, but what little we do know 
leads us to think that long ago they branched 
off from the enameled-scaled fish, and struck 
out a path of their own, to make the most of 
the watery world. 


Protection and Growth of Forests. 

The American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, in its memorial to the 
several State Governors on preserving and 
increasing the forestry supplies makes, in 
substance, the following recommendations: 
(1) To protect by law trees planted along 
the highways, and to reduce taxes for en- 
couraging such planting. (2) To exempt for 
a time from tax the inc value and 
from planting trees in bare regions. (3) To 
appropriate mommy to existing societies, to be 
applied as premiums for successful tree- 
planting. (3) To offer prizes for the best re- 
ports and essays on practica! forest-rais 
to be published disseminated, (5) T0 
encourage educational institutions in intro- 
ducing a course of instruction on tree-rais-

o impose penalties for careless orwill fu 
setting forests on fire, the waste from which 
cause has in some years greatly exceeded 
the amouat of timber used. 


Teo Kill Bats and Mice,

This morning a 
postal-card from the Postmaster of an Eastern 


city informed me that“ a paper addressed to 
you is held at this office because one cent addi-

cents for a prepaid letter I am requested to send 


this one cent, or lose the paper itself. All this 
elaborate machinery is put into operation ata 
total cost of four vents—one cent for the Post- 
master’s card and three cents for a prepaid let- 


ter from myself; and all this vexatious delay in 


receiving the favor of a friend is caused (in 


this case nine days are needed tosecure what 


should have been delivered to me in three) for 
no other reason, apparently, than to show how 
not to do it. What sufficient reason could there 
be for not collecting this at my door, or, if the 
letter-carrier could not spare two seconds of 
his vaiuabie time fog that purpose, why not at 
the Post-Office here, instead of at an office 1, 
miles away? Sydney Smith used to say, malic- 
iously, that to get a joke into a Seotchman’s 
head a surgical operation was necessary. How 
many such operations would be required to let 
an idea into the cobweb brain of the official who 
devised this wonderful plan of obstructing bus- 
mess and disobliging the public?

Judge Moran’s Decision on 
Depositions in the State- 
Savings Case. ” 


Suit Against a Policeman for Breach 
of Promise—Damages Being Fixed 
at $25,000. 


The Hurlbut-Kantzler Case Dismissed—A Real- 
Estate Firm Answers a Cross- 
Bill.

A Kaotty Legal Point in the State Sav- 
inge Bank Case. 

In April last a dedimus was sued out in the 
Circuit Court by Mr. E. B. Sherman, in the case 
of Eames against che State Savings Institution, 
to take the deposition Of several persons, in- 
cluding D. D. Spencer, the President of the bank 
at the time it failed. The testimony was to be 
taken before United States Consul George L. 
Catlin, at Stuttgait, Germany. [The object of the 
testimony was to make Out a case against some 
of the Trustees, so as to render them liable, all 
the stock liability and other assets having long 
since been exhausted. Some of the defendants 
in the case served a notice on Mr. Sherman 
under the statute that they elected to take the 
deposition orally instead of on the written inter- 
rogatories which had n sent forward, 
and asked that the dedimus should 
be recalled. The application was stubboraly 
contested. and was argued at great length, first 
before Judge Tuley and then before Judge 
Moran, while Judge Tuley was in the Criminal 
Court. Yesterday Judge Moran gave a decision 
bolding that the purpose of the statute in au- 
thorizing the taking of a deposition on oral in- 
terrogatories was to protect the right ot crosa- 
examination. If after such notice was given 
the deposition was still permitted to be taken 
upon written interrogatories as against all the 
defendants sued jointly it might tend to preju- 
dice and scandalize those defendants who had 
elected to take the deposition orally. It would 
not therefore do to say that the parties’ so elect- 
ing migut be amply protected after the return 
of the commission. Being sued jointly. and the 

nst 


commission being issued aga all 
the defendants jointly, answers might 
be given upon written interrogato- 


ries which would tend to disgrace and 
scandalize the defendants, wh» were entitled to 
protection under the notice given. The dedimus 
must therefore be recalled and all proceedings 
under it stopped. The complainants, if they 
desired, might still issue a commission to be 
used only as against the parties who were con- 
tent to take testimony on written interroga- 
tories, without prejudice to the rights of the 
other defendants.

m. By that act Kantzler declared a forfelit- 
ure of the Huribut contract, and ap- 
prised Muribut of the fact shortly 
ward, when he exhibited the contract 
and acoeptanee to Huribut. The offer by Hurl- 
but to Kaotgler to perform his contract made 
on the day that the Urilly & Blair contract was 
reduced to writing was insufficient, because 
coupted with a condition not embodied in the 
coutract—namely: that Kantzier should fur- 
nis tenants whose rents should amount to $16,- 

While Kantzier treated the contract with 
Hurlbut as subsisting after the date when by its 
trms it was to be rformed by Hurlbut, ia- 
cluding the three days’ extension shown by the 
evidence, yet after the expiration of that time 
he might forfeit the same at his option.

GALENA, III., June 14.—[Special.]—A case of 
considerable importance and interest to the 
legal fraternity was concluded toaay in the Cir- 
cuit Court of Jo Daviess County, Judge William 
Brown presiding.

Of this number 
thirteen are home fire companies, one a home 
live-stock company, and ninety-elght are 
foreign — marine, and casualty insurance 
companies. 

Since the date of last report four new com- 
panies have been organized in the State,

Proceedings Before the Commission Iu- 
quiring into Architect Hill's Stew- 
ardship. 

WasmNarox, D. C., June 15.—The Hill 
{nvestigating Committee met today. Mr. 
Coleman, counsel for Murch, the prosecutor, 
called attention to the request heretofore 


made upon the Supervising Architect’s of- 


fice for all papers relating to extra work per- 
formed by Bartlett. Robbins & Co. upon the 
New York Post-Office, and intimated that 
this request had not been complied with. 

Mr. Thomas, for Mr. Hill, replied that 
counsel had not specified what particular 
papers were required. Thecharges were not 
sufficiently definit or explicit. 

Mr. Coleman replied that the charges and 
specifications were as definit and specific as 
would be required in an indietment in half 
the States of the Union; that an investiga- 
of this character should be with open doors 
for the fullest light upon the official acts of 
the defendant. 

He would, therefore, renew his request, 
and would ask the committee to make an 
order upon the Supervising Architect for the 
production of all papers relating to the ex- 
tra work performed by Bartiett, Robbins & 
Co. upon the New York Post-Office, and 
also for copies of ail contracts made with 
them. 

After further argument, without ruling 
upon the question, the committee decided to 
resume the examination of Stinemetz in con- 
nection with the charges of fraud and gor- 
ruption in the construction of the Philadel- 
phia Post-Office. 

The witness had concluded his calcula- 
tions, and was preparedto show the differ- 
ence between the price paid by the Govern 
ment to the contractors for dressing stone 
for the entire building, and the actual cost of 
the work based upon a liberal estimate for 
labor. The total amount paid by the Gov- 
ernment to the contractors was $518,700; the 
cost to the contractors, allowing a liberal 
estimate, at least 30 per cent for profit was

esarily paid by the Government. The

Canceling Bank-Checks and Drafis.,

repeal of the stamp tax goes into effect. The 
Internal-Revenue Bureau will commence 
work upon them tomorrow, imprinting on 
each stamp in red ink the words stamp re- 
deemed,” after which they will be counted 
and returned to the bankers owning them.

HOW WET, RUINED 0 OATS WERE SAVED 
AS ENSILAGE. 

The economic value of ensilage has been 
strikingly illustrated by an English agricultur- 
ist’s experiment reported recently in the Agri- 
cultural Gazette, In this case a crop of oats 
ruined by the wet season was saved by ensilag- 
ing it, the oat-sheaves having been “ in a thor- 
oughly soddea condition and the grain in them 
so generally sprouted that apparently all was 
worthiess except for manure.” The progess of en- 
silage consisted in putting the oats in a silo or pit, 
and adding about 300-weight of salt to thirteen

COMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were more act- 
1ve yesterday, and most of them weak. Provis- 
ions were very heavy, and wheat dropped off, 
while corn was relatively strong, but tapered off 
in sympathy with the leading cereal. There was 
a good deal of shaking out of long stuff in the 
two leading departments. 

Provisions were active and very heavy. Pork 
declined 50035. and closed on Change 500450 
below the latest prices of Thursday, at $17.8 
bid for July and $18.00 asked for August. Lard 
was irreguiarly weak on Change: July closed 
12%c lower, at $11.35; August 22% lower, at 
$10.45, ahd September We lower, at $10.32%. 
Short ribs closed Zc lower, at $9.02% for July 
and 89.1% for August. Liverpool was 
called ad higher on lard, but hogs continue 
in large supply here, and the denfand for gon- 
sumption remains a long way below the volume 
of current production. These facts seemed to 
have forced themselves upon the attention of 
packers and tallers ou to the deal. They sold 
in the same way that some people say the Demo- 
crats vote—that is, “early and often —tbe long 
futures being especially heavy, which was still 
more especially the case with lard, August sell- 
ing 90c below the price for July. Meats were in 
some request by packers, who book futures to 
apply afrainst current shipments, but the latter 
were not active, and the shipping demand for 
lard was supposed to have been much reduced 
a» a consequence of the investigation now pend- 
ing. On the afternoon call the market 
was almost panicky. Pork and lard declined 
15@20c under very large offerings, and ribs 24@ 
50. After the call the feeling was still weak, a 
great deal of stuff, especially lard, being offered 
at private sale in offices, and some lots changed 
hands at as low as $11.00 forJuly. Holders were 
simply letting the stuff drop as fast as they 
could find some one to take it, and there were 
fleeting rumors of somebody bet in trouble, 
but it could not be ascertained that any one was 
in “trouble” in the ordinary commercial sense 
of the term. 

Flour was dull and rather weak. The decline 
in wheat caused four buyers to hold off for 
greater concessions than sellers were prepared 
to make. Coarse millstuffs were firm, with a 
light supply. 

Wheat was more active and steadily weak, 
closing on 'Change ie below the latest 
regular prices of Thursday, at $1.10 bid for July 
and $1.12 bid for August. The British markes 
were called dull and heavy, while our receipts 
were smaller. The weather in the West was 
warmer and the crop reports more cheering to 
the bears. This neus brought out selling orders 
from New York, and they came upon a market 
already weakened by the expectation that a big 
local line was to be unloaded, which was done as 
fast as it could be got rid of. The resulting 
drop froze out some other longs, and aitogether 
tne market looked very weak. The report that 
new wheat had begun to move in Mis- 
souri did not amount to much of 
itself, but it reawakened the fear that 
new wheat will be on the mar- 
ket long before the old is cleared out of the 
way, and the foreign heaviness was adduced as 
a reason for much lower prices here. It was 
remarked that but for the duty wheat could 
be brought from Russia and India to New York 
and sold there witbout loss. There wasa mod- 
erate demand for car-lots of No. 2 red at le de- 
cline, but No. 2spring was weak, selling 14@ 
1Xc lower than Thursday. On the afternoon 
cali the market deelined fully Ke, and was still 
weak afterwards, July being quoted in the alley 
down to 61.0%. The break to $1.10 brought out 
several lots which had been held on orders to 
sell if the market declined to that tigure. The 
long futures had been offered most freely car- 
lier in the day. 

Corn was in better demand, and relatively 
firm. It advanced Ke, but fell back, and closed 
on Change e below the latest regular prices of 
Thursday, at e bid for July, and 56%c bid for 
August. Liverpool was reported dull at a de- 
cline of ud per cental, but ofr receipts were 
again rather ligut for the season, being smaller 
than expected, and the shipping movement con- 
tinues large, being yesterday brisker than ever, 
with adeciine in lake freights. There was a 
widespread impression, early, that the market 
would decline with warmer weather, but it soon 
started up on the news of extensive rainin the 
Missouri Valiey,which was expected to cut down 
receipts from Miasouri and Southern Iowa. St. 
Louis was stronger, and sent a good many buying 
orders bere, and the market would probably 
have continued strong but for the weakness in 
lard, which sent sellers into corn, and chey were 
followed by others who thought the rising tem- 
perature will make the corn crop ail right. On 
the afternoon call the market weakened about 
60, and was easier after that, July being quoted 
in the alley at 566. 

Oats opened strong. early prices showing an 
advance of Me over the close of Thursday. 
Reports of an even larger crop than has genér- 
ally been anticipated soon after weakened the 
market especially the later futures, August and 
September selling down Gre, and closing 
weak, while the early deliveries closed se off. 
No. 2 spot sold at He, mostly at the in- 
side, and No. 2 white 40%@4lc. Samples were 
slow at ab ut Thursday's prices. On the after- 
noon call prices dropped Nc lower. 

Rye was quiet and weak for spot and the early 
deliveries, while the later futures were steady. 
No. 2 spot sold at 60@61¢, closing at the outside, 
and seller July was nominally quotable at 61\c. 
August sold at 634¢c.closing with sellers at 63c,and 
September was nominal at 64c. A sharp decline 
teok piace on the afternoon call, the longer fut- 
ures dropping Ic. 

Barley was dull, with light offerings, as for 
several preceding days. 7 

The grocery market was fairly steady. There 
was a good mail order trade, and prices were 
well supported all around. There was a quiet 
and steady market for dry goods. Boots and 
shoes and clothing remain dull. Dealers in dairy 
products report a conservative movement, with 
butter steady and cheese weak. Dried fruits 
were dull. Fish sold freely at full prices. Oils 
remained steady. 

A good demand existed for green fruits, prices 
holding about the same as Thursday. Eggs 
were selling at l6c perdoz. Hides, grease, and 
tallow are quiet, the latter being specially 
wenk. Potatoes steady at 5500000 per bu for 
good old and $3.00@3.25 per bri for new. There 
was afair business in flaxseed, which sold at 
$1.40 on track. Timothy seed quiet and steady. 
Hay was quiet, the demand being entirely for 
local use. Upland prairie was firm, selling at 
$12.50 for choice. 

The shorts in wheat were free buyers yester- 
day. It was the first time in a long while that 
they had been ableto fill at a good profit, and 
they took advantage of the opportunity. 

A telegram from St. Louis states that 11 cars 
of new wheat have just been received in that 
city from Southeastern Missouri. 

“Too much stuf! and too little confidence” 
was what was the matter yesterdays. 

Provisions were sick yesterday. Was it be- 
cause of the new caller? 

A lot of 30,000 bu oats sold yesterday for $75, 
the cheapest sale ever recorded. The grain is 
part of that in the elevator that was burned a 
few days ago. Dr.” Edwards was the buyer. 

A prominent operator remarked yesterday 
that the wheat crop may fail, but it was never 
known to fail yet. In the course of about forty 
years’ experience in the grain trade he had seen 
several times when growers croaked that they 
were going to lose their crops, but it always 
turned out pretty well. The bulls may be dis- 
appointed this year yet.

THROUGH PALESTINE BY WATER. 
[New York Tribune.}|—The conversion of Jeru- 
salem into 4 seaport isa project which would 
shock the religious sensibilities of Englishmen 
if their associations with Bible countries had 
not become so bard and prosaic. Railways have 
been pianned between the Jordan and the coast, 
and the sole co nsidération bas been whether 
they would pay dividends on the cost of con- 
struction. In like manner this new project for 
constructing an interoceapic ca al through the 
Holy Land and the region beyond the Dead Sea 
la regarded in Bagiand only in its practical 
5 of utility and availability as a waterway 
9 ia. * 
As the detalls of the scheme are recited in the 
(London), the proposed canal is to unite 
the Mediterranean and the Gulf of Akabah, the 
eastern arm of the upper waters of the Red Sea. 
A great trench is to be hollowed out from Haifa, 
in the Bay of Acre, through the palm of Asdrae- 
lon to the Valley of the Jordan, tapping the 
Lake of Galilee, The course of the river will be 
diverted lower down for the sake of converting 
Jericho and Jerusalem, and E Bethlehem 
as weil, into salt-water ports, or half-way bouses 
on the canal. Beyond the Dead Sea lies a deso- 
tate rezion seldom traversed by European trav- 
elers, through which a canal will have to be cut 
to the Gulf of Akabah. It is a sandy valley. 
which was once the bed of a sea, but 
new abounds io scorpions and serpents—an 
uninhabitable desert waste. The entire 
water route from sea to sea, including 
Lot's Great Salt Marsh, or Bitter 
will measure 200 miles, and varving 
from 200 feet to ten miles, will float vessels of 
the jargest size from the Mediterranean to the 
Red Sea. While the oo refer casually 
to the prophecy of Ezekiel that there is to be a 
broad sea iu the heart of the desert and that 
“the fishers sball stand upou it from Kogedi 
even unto Eueglaim,“ sacred associations bave 
little to do with their scheme of au interoceanic 
canal through Palestine. They talk lichtly of 
draining the Lake of Galilee, changing the 
course of the Jordan, increasing the business 
facilities of Jerusalem, and steaming through 
d Sea. They are prepared to pay $5,000,- 
000 as recompense to tne natives whose property 
may be injured by the submerging of 300 square 
miles of the Holy Land. As for the losses in ro- 
ligious veneration and sacred feeling, they 
roughiy estimate that these would be amply 
com ted forin revival of business activity. 
It is pot probable that the preseut generation 
will witness the consummation of this scheme. 
Even if M. de Lesseps does not edlarge the 
Suez Canal British shipowners and capitalists 
will not favor a water route of 200 miles through 
Palestine when another one only half as long 
can be found on the isthmus. Nevertheless a 
company has been formed, with the Duke of 
Mariborough as Chairman, to raise sufficient 
capital to enable a body of engineers to survey 
— Jordan Valley, take soundings in the Dead 
Sea, and explore the desert as far as the Guif of 
Akabah. e last section of the route is the 
one which offers the most formidable engineer- 
ing difficulties, and this will be the first to be 
surveyed. If the engineers’ reports are favora- 
ble, ne aeons withthe Porte for an exclusive 
right o Will be in order, unless the imagin- 
ations of t e projectors are caught by some 
other glittering scheme. A suggestion for an im- 
clined railway to the crest of Mount Sinai may 
divert them from any serious endeavors to con- 
vort Jerusalem into a seaport and Hethiehem

COMPLAINTS ABOUT BUTTER, 

[New York Tribune. -A junior member of the 
large commision bouse of John S. Martin & Co., 
who deal almost exclusively in butter and 
cheese, said there has been a great deal of 
trouble this spring from a want of high flavor in 
the best grades of butter. There were several 
reasons. This class of goods in the early spring 
came mostly from the West, where they prac- 
ticed winter dairying almost exocilusiveiy, and 

cows “came fresh spring and fal. When 
the milk from the strippers, or cows that 
were nearly dry, was mixed with the milk from 
fresh cows, it injured the quality of the butter. 
This always occurred twice a year, spring and 
fall. They had this trouble some three or four 
weeks = and always had it in October, but 
| they could depend upon the State dairies and 
ameries then. In the spring they could not. 
he trouble was aleo often owing to the cows be- 
ing changed from bay to grass, when the butter 
was sure to lack a fresh taste. In 
lilinois, at Geneva, Kane County, there was 
a giucose factory. and for hundreds of miles 
around the farmers feed glucose meal to their 
cows, which greatly injured the butter. The 
firm had been obliged to refuse goods on that 
account. Lard also found its way into the best 
Western brands and made the flavor flat; at 
least such was the suspicion of many buyers. 
For these reasons grocers always followed up 
the State make until frost killed the grass,when 
they took to Elgin again. The trouble with want 
of flavor was only experienced at the West, 
where winter dairying was 8 They had 
— complaints four weeks ago, and had to 
ain to their customers all the — difii- 
ties of butter-making. Ali color win- 
ter was artificial, for only grass-f ing oe 
produce a yeliow color, though the process of 
was barmiess. The glucose meal feed- 
inois had made the same trouble witb 
making that the Buffalo glucose meal 
did with the milk of the Orange County milk- 
men, and many factories now refuse to receive 
the milk from dairies where this feed was used.

Women as Gamblers. 

[English Paper. — The late Lord Beacons- 
field has told us what he thought of specula- 
tive women in the clever ‘little sketch of 
„Lady Bertie and Bellair,” who pretends to 
wish to go on a pilgrimage to Jerusalem. but 
is really plunged heart and soul in railroad 
speculation, and who faints on hearing that 
“the narrow-gage has won.” Lord Bea- 
consfield’s verdict, delivered as usual through 
his favorit oracle Sidonia, is: She pesters 
me with her letters, but I do not like 
feminine finance’; and perhaps there 
was more reason for this judgment 
than there was for mostof Mr. Disraeli’s epi- 
grammatic and sententious decisions. Un- 
doubtedly, of all careers which are likely to 
unsex women, that of staking considerable 
stakes on the results of a complicated series 
of dubious commercial events seems to us 
the most likely to produce that effect. Im- 
personal excitements,which depend for their 
interest on heavy pecuniary risks, can hardly 
be really good for any human being. But if 
they must be undergone by any human being 
at all, me they do least harm to those 
who have the least susceptibility to finer 
feelings, who are most impersonal in the 
whole attitude of their mind, who are near- 
est to intellectual engines and fu 
moved from the life of the affections. 
have known many men who could run great 
pecuniary risks with little or no dis 
turbance of their personal lite—and 
in deprecating these gambling com- 
mercial pursuits as morall danger- 
ous we must not be understood to 
express any doubt that the equalization of 
prices which results from calm and wise 
speculation on a sound basis of capital in the 
upward and downward movements of stocks 
and commodities is of great advantage to 
the worla—but the present writer, at leas 
bas never known a woman te whom it woul 
have been reasonable to attribute the same 
im perturbability. 

Nor do we think thatif such a woman ex- 
isted she could be, in the best sense of the 
term, feminine. A true woman is utterly 
vulgarized by having her highest excite 
ments and preoceupations not merely re- 
moved from the personal to the purely im- 
personal .world, but made dependent on 
doubtful events contain a large element 
of chance. That which is tand finest in 
woman will not stand the wear and tear of 
this kind of life: and though that is true of 
most men also, it is not so true, and will 
never be so true, in their case as it is in that 
of women, The corruption of the higher 
type, as was long ago observed, is almost al- 
ways a worse corruption than the corruption 
of the lower. Now, women’s sensitive- 
ness of perception and liveliness of affection, 
and that delicacy of tact which arises 
trom sensitive perceptions and lively affec- 
tions, form unquestionably a much larger 
proportional part of their whole nature 
than the same elements form of men’s. And 
as the excitements of commercial gambling 
—1. e., of speculation on the risks and 
chances of commeree—undonbtedly blunt 
that sort of sensitiveness and affectionate- 
ness and tact, it does much moreharm to 
women than it does to men. And yet in un- 
sexing them it bestows upon them nothing 
of the better masculine life, for we do not 
count a little addition to the power of wear- 
ing a mask through ordinary chances and 
changes one of the better aspects of maseu- 
line life. Just conceive what the turf would 
become if women were the chief managers 
of all its tricks and rascalities! Imagine 
what a woman acting as Mr. Trollope made 
Maj. Tufto act in The Duke’s Children’ 
must become! The bare imagination is al- 
most enough to demonstrate the hopeless 
ruin which gambling must bring on what is 
noblest in women. 


The Women of Siam—More Beautiful 
and Intellectual than Taeir Eastern 
Sisters. 

The Hon. D. B. Sickles, late United States 
Representative at the Court of,Siam, in a 
recent lecture thus describes the women of 
Siam and the Queen Consort: 

The native women of Siam are remarkably 
handsome, and though somewhat diminutive 
they are naturally graceful in their move 
ments, and excel the men in intelligence and 
shrewdness. They are the cashiers in al- 
most every native establishment, and are con- 
sidered to be safer guardians of the money- 
box than the proprietors, or even their 
own husbands, to whom they dole 
out the copper ots or silver 
fuangs with frequent precautions and 
admonitions.. Although, in accordance with 
Eastern ideas, they are regarded as inferior 
to men in every respect, there are few coun- 
tries where they so thoroughly demonstrate 
and maintain their equality as they do in 
Siam. In every well organized and properly 
conducted business house they are acknowl- 
edged to be indispensable, and nearly all the 
multitudinous native hongs and retail estab- 
lishments at Bangkok, as well as those in the 
remote provinces of the realm, are either 
owned or managed by them. They seem to 
possess a genius for trade and are marvel- 
ousl successful in ail kinds of mer- 
ecantile pursuits. 
the native shops 
and persistent in a bargain 
and always win their customers by à genial 
craftiness that is too fascinating to resist, 
and an unaffected plausibility that disarms 
> The Chinese merchants who set- 
tle in Siam and engage in trade have a keen 
appreciation ‘of these qualities, and select 
Siamese women for their wives in preference 
to those of their own race, who are seldom 
capable of becoming anyth but menials or 
toys. Thus with the Eurasians on the one 
hand and Siamo-Chinese on the other, 
that section of the Far East is being grad- 
ually peopled by new formed races, in which 
only afew dist ishing traces of the an- 
cestral type will ultimately be found. 

Siamese women are also important factors 
in the body politic. In the State, as well as 
in the household, she performs a part which 
commands the respect of even those who pre- 
tend to despise her sex. In the palace her 
will is “the power behind the throne greater 
than the throne itself.” Her Majesty the 
Queen Consort, though unproclaimed as the 
royal spouse, is nevertheless practically su- 

reme in influence if notin authority. She 

s less beautiful than some of the inmates of 

the royal mansion, but more noted for her 

ability and intelligence than any of the 
women that surround the court. The young 

King has been devotedly attached to her from 

his boyhood, and denies her nothing that 

generous nature can bestow to com- 
plete her happiness. It is even asserted 
that he would destroy the time-honored 
custom of the country by casting aside his 
other wives if she demanded it. She is his 
constant companion at home and accom- 
panies himon every journey, and I was in- 
formed by a missionary lady who has been a 
frequent vistor at the 7 tor many years 
that in the affairs of State he relles more 
upon her judgment than upon the advice of 
the members of the Privy Council, who are 
presumed to be skilled in the subtle art of 
sjatecraft and diplomacy. Besides being 
amiable, intelligent, industrious, and frugal, 
she is gifted with good sense and endowed 

with other admirable virtues. . 
When Mrs. Grant was presented to her in 

the private audience chamber of the royal 

palace she conducted herself with a sym- 

+ er Ban dignity of manner that could not 

ave n surpassed if she had been a well- 
trained scholar in the sc ot etiquet. 

Like Queen Anirah, as described by McGloin

always employs hertalents and exerts her in- 
fluence in the interest of her noble lord and 
for the welfare of his people.
